Indian  Burial 
Urn  Given  To 
GSC  Museum 

An  Indian  burial  Urn  containing 
the  skeleton  of  a  seven  or  eight  year 
old  child  was  presented  the  history 
museum  of  G.  S.  C.  W.  by  Mrs. 
Annie  L.  Prosser  Medlin,'  an  alum¬ 
nus  of  the  college. 

Mr.  Medlin  was  plowing  in  a  field 
on  the  Shinholster  plantation  when 
the  mule  stepped  into  the  pottery 
vase.  Mr.  Medlin  examined  it  and 
:  took  it  to  the  house  to  his  wife.  It 
was  given  to  the  college  by  Mrs. 
Medlin. 

The  skeleton  immediately  went  to 
dust  when  exposed  to  air.  Six  teeth 
were  found  and  dentist  here  stated 
that  the  age  of  the  child  was  ap¬ 
proximately  seven  years.  Beads  and 
other  Indian  ornaments  were  found 
in  the  urn.  A  special  glass  case  has 
been  ordered  to  hold  the  relic  in  the 
museum. 

The  Urn  was  two  feet  high  and 
one  and  one-half  feet  in  c-ircum- 
france.  The  child  was  put  in  the  vase 
in  a  sitting  position.  The  vase  had  a 
lid  and  a  small  opening  at  the  bottom. 

|  It  was  shaped  like  an  old  Egyptian 
Ivase  and  had  prohably  been  buried 
j  more  than  a  century.
